NO FORMAL CEREMONIES

ing of the Cornerstone at 
Later Date.

Washington, Feb. 12.—Ground was 


broken today, the anniversary of the 
birth of Abraham Lincoln, for the 
Lincoln Memorial, a $2,000,000 struc- 
ture, the purpose of whose designers 
is that it shall stand through time as 
an example of the best in architecture 
and sculpture that this age could 
produce. 


There was no formal ceremony con- 


nected with the beginning of the 
work for the reason that there was 
not sufficient time between the com- 
pletion of the details of signing the 
contracts and the birthday anniver- 
sary of the martyred president to ar- 
range a program of sufficient excel- 
lence to mark the opening of a work 
of such magnitude and sentimental 
importance. So it was decided to let 
the ceremonies go over until the lay- 
ing of the corner stone. 
Former 


President Taft, chairman of the Lin- 
coln Memorial Commission, did not 
come to the city to see the work 
start. 


Tne site for the memorial is to 


Potomac Park on an "axis," planned 
more than a century ago, at one end 
of which is the Capitol, the monu- 
ment of the government; and at the 
other, more than a mile to the west, 
the Washington Monument. 


Still farther to the west will be the 


Lincoln Memorial, where it will have 
a relation with the Capitol and the 
Washington Monument that would be 
impossible on any other site, and will 
be closely related also with Arling- 
ton Cemetery where those who fought 
for the Union are buried. It is 
planned to have, some day, a memori- 
al bridge linking the Lincoln Me- 
morial with Arlington. 


The design of the memorial is the 


•work of Henry Bacon, a New Yor1: 
architect, approved by the Memorial 
Commission. 
His Idea was that the 


memorial to Lincoln should be com- 
pcaed of four features—a statue of 
the man, a memorial of his Gettys- 
burg speech, a memorial of his second 
inaugural address, and a symbol of 
the United States which he preserved. 
Each feature 
will be related to the 


others by means of designs and posi- 
tion and each will be so arranged 
that it will become an integral part 
of the whole in order to obtain unity 
and simplicity 
in the 
monument. 


Each feature is meant to impress thp 
beholder with its greatest force and 
this it is sought, to accomplish by 
means of isolation, though not to the 
extent of impairing the relation of 
each feature to the others. 


The most important single object 


will be the statue of Lincoln, the

ing county. Judge Kibler could not 
be present, as he is spending the win- 
ter in the South, but he sent greet- ; 


ings to his friends, wishing them 
happiness and prosperity.

guests were seated and the serving of 
the excellent menu was begun. Hon. 
Carl Norpell, president of the Bar 
association, presided as toast master, 
and between courses he called on 
various members of the bar for short 
addresses.

Adeline McBride, 66 years old was 
cremated when >her dress caught fire 
while she was starting the breakfast 
fire at her home here this morning 
and her son, Clifton MoBride, was 
seriously burned when he attempted 
to -rescue her. McBride's wife and 
two children, in their night clothes 
leaped from a second story window 
into the arms ot James Dolittle, a 
milkman on his 
morning rounds. 


The house was destroyed. 


The elder Mrs. McBride's screams 


waikened her son and he rushed in- 
to the kitchen to find his mother's 
clothing in flames. The flames had 
already set fire to the 
woodwork 


and the smoke and 
flames 
were 


pcmring upstairs, shutting off escape 
for the young Mrs. McBride and her 
two children, William 7, and Fran- 
ces 9. 


Dolittle who was just leaving his 


wagon to make a delivery at the 
house heard their screams and ran 
up, cautioning them not to 
jump. 


Before he had scarcely spoken- Fran- 
ces leaped and he caught her. Then 
her brother jumped into his arms. 
Following the lead of lier children, 
Mrs McBride jumped. Her weight 
sent Dolittle sprawling but neither 
was injured. 


In the meantime the fire depart- 


ment had been summoned and an 
ambulance arrived. Neighbors help- 
ed drag Mr. McBride and his mother 
from (the burning building. Mrs.

Denison university defeated tlie 
famous Buffalo German five in the 
tastest contest ever played here, by 
the decisive score of o2 to 38. 
The 


wonderful passwork of the Germans 
and the spectacular basket-shooting 
of Denison were the distinct features 
of the game 


Never before has such a fine dis- 


play of the indoor game been staged 
on the local floor. There was not a 
dull moment in the entire forty min- 
utes of play, and the audience \v as- 
brought to their feet time and again 
to cheer the wonderful plays which 
\\ere 
numerous on both sides. 
The 


play was especially fast in the mid- 
dle of the second half, when spec- 
tacular shots by Jones from the mid- 
dle of the floor literally brought 
down the house 
The passwork for 


which the Germans are noted was 
also at its best at 'his time 


Promptly at 7 o'clock the doors of 


gymnasium opened to 
the 


large crowd which had assembled 
early to be sure of securing good 
seats. 
Immediately the large- hall 


began to fill rapidly, and when S

Oklahoma City, Feb. 12.]—Mrs. Min- 


nie E. Bond of Oklahoma City today 
gave her version in district court here 
of what occurred at a Washington 
hotel March 24 last, when, it is al- 
leged, she was attacked by United 
States Senator Thomas Gore of Okla- 
homa. Mrs. Bond is seeking to re- 
cover 150,000 in damages 
from 
the 


senator. 


Mrs. Bond charged 
that she was 


seized by Senator Gore while discuss- 
ing with him, in a room at the hotel, 
the prospects of her husband, Julian 
Bond, securing appointment to a fed- 
eral position. 
She declared that she 


met the senator at his suggestion. 


The trial commenced yesterday. A 


jury 
was obtained 
after 
fifty-six 


talesmen had been examined. Against 
the contention of the plaintiff, coun- 
sel for Senator Gore charged in the 
open court the suit was a result of a 
political conspiracy, that it was the 
senator who was seized and that he 
met Mrs. Bond at her request. 


Tweleve witnesses have been sum- 


moned by the defense and about the 
same number by the plaintiff. Of the 
latter T. E. Robertson, James Jacobs 
and Kirby Fitzpatrick, all of Okla- 
homa, will be called as eye witnesses 
to the alleged occurrence. The meet- 
ing between Mrs. Bond and the sen- 
ator was in Jacob's apartments which 
it is explained, were used because 
Mrs. Bond's room had not been put 
in order. 


The majority of the Jury are farm- 


ers and all comparatively young men. 
In politics six declared themselves to 
be Democrats, five members of 
the 


Progressive party and one a Socialist 


Before court adjourned yesterday.

The manager of the press bureau of 


th« reactionary Republican state ex- 
ecutive committee, in his current let- 


f 


ter, admits that he made an investiga- 
tion of new state commissions created 
during his administration. Absolutely 
nothing was ever reported or for- 
warded to the G. O. P. press regard- 
ing the discoveries. 
Here is what 


was found 
and was, for manifest 


reasons, concealed: 


Of the commissions created, only 


fpur are permanent ones—the state 
liquor license and civil service bodies 
•which were ordered created by the 
constitutional amendments 
adopted 


by the people themselves, not the 
Governor or legis»ature; the agri- 
cultural and the industrial commis- 
sions. 
The others were .temporary 


ones for investigation and have been 
terminated. 


It was discovered that, as a result 


cultural commission stopped the old 
wasteful 
and 
inefficient policy of 


permitting eight independent depart- 
ments of state to engage in agri- 
cultural activities and consolidated 
the eight into a single department, 
•where there is both economy and ef- 
ficiency. 


• It was discovered that, as a result 
ends were attained by the Industrial 
commission, 
which 
took over the 


activities of seven independent and 
more or less rival labor departments. 
" In each instance, men employed ir. 


a single* state department were placed 
IB -charge of work formerly done in 
seven and eight departments, and at 
the same salary they received for the 
smaller responsibility. 


• lit was discovered that,-ft6 a result 
ot these consolidations and other re- 
trenchments, Governor James M. Cox 
clftsed the first year of his adminis- 
tration with a balance of $900,000 to 
the _ credit of the people. 
The in- 


dividual taxpayers were not called 
Upon to pay a single penny toward 
tie support of the state government, 
and there was no change made in the 
corporation taxes which supplied the 
necessary funds. 


Going a little further, it was dis-

Mr. Chairman, I have long been 


an advocate of good roads. I am not 
a recent convert. 
My 
record 011 


this question is well known in my 
district, and especially in my home 
courty. I have the good fortune to 
be possessed of a farm back in Ohio, 
and I am glad to say it is the farm 
upon which I was born, and still 
more pleased to say 'the farm upon 
which my father was born and has 
always resided. I want to 
give 


notice now that I expect to absent 
myself 
to 
attend 
the ninetieth 


birthday celebration of my good old 
father on ithat old Buckeye farm on 
the 19th day of this month. (Ap- 
plause.) 
1 am now paying special 


assessments on my 
farm 
for 
the 


three pikes, which. I gave my best 
influence to secure. 
I 
pay those 


taxes cheerfully because I am a be- 
liever in good roads and am willing 
to help pay the freight. 


Ohio is giving much attention to 


-che building of pikes and the 
im- 


provement of the highways. Some 
portions of the State are now prac- 
tically all piked. 
This bill, in my 


opinion, will be a great incentive to 
not only the people of my State, but 
to every other State. 
If is what the 


people have -been 
demanding for 


years, and the people are at last get- 
ting recognition. 
Why this Govern- 


ment can appropriate 
thirty 
to 


forty million dollars annually 
lor 


rivers and harbors, as it has been 
doirg for many years, 
and 
then 


-*pny Federal aid for: post roads on 
the "grounds that it.cte 
unconstitu- 


tional I could, never understand. If 
we have the rigM, under our Consti- 
tution to appropri»)te for one pur- 
nose, then we have .the right to ap- 
propriate for the other. The same ar- 
sument 
is 
as good, for one as 


it 
is for the 
othfif. 
More than 


75 members have already spoken in 
favor of this bill during this general 
debate, and I am glad to say none of 
the constitutional experts have so 
far raised their voices-in opposition 
on that ground. The light is break- 
ing- in- at last. 


This bill provides: 
That the Secretary of Agriculture, 


on behalf cf the United States, may 
aid the States and the civil subdi- 
visions thereof, in the construction 
and maintenance of rural post roads 
in an amount not exceeding 
$25,- 


000,000 in any fiscal year; (that the 
portion thereof which may be ex- 
pended in any State in any fiscal 
year shall be determined upon the 
following basis, to wit: 
One-half in 


the proportion which the total popu- 
lation of such State bears to the to- 
tal -population of all of the States, 
as shown by the next preceding Fed- 
eral census; and one-half in the pro- 
portion which the total number of 
miles of rural post roads in use in 
such State bears to the total num- 
ber of miles of rural poast roads in 
use in all of the States, as shown by 
the report of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral at the close of the second quar- 
ter of the last preceding fiscal year. 


Upon this basis Ohio will receive 
as its stare 
o-f the 
appropriation 


$1.295,000. Ohio has 2,538 
rural 


routes, with an average length 
of 


23.80 miles, or an aggregate length 
of 60.406 miles. 
Tir addition there 


are 1"! star routes, with an aver- 
ace length of fi.Tfi miles, or a total 
of 1.155 mile?. The grand total is 
therefore 61.^1 mlies traversed by 
the rural and star routes in Ohio.

The people who have expend- 
ed the most to improve their high- 
ways should receive more encour- 
agement than the

Mr. Chairman, this is legislation 


in the interest of the class who con- 
tribute more to the 
support 
and 


prosperity of our country, than any 
other class and have received less— 
the farmer. Of the billion or more 
dollars appropriated 
annually by 


Congress very little 
of 
it 
niters 


back to the farmer. The establish- 
ment of rural delivery of mail I ad- 
mit was a great boon to the farmer. 
But the city folks had long enjoyed 
this service, so why should not the 
country folks have it? 
They have 


been simply placed on equality. Be- 
sides, the Postal service Is sellsup- 
portlng; the people foot the bill for 
this service, and all should be treat- 
ed alike. 


Better roads mean cheaper transpor- 


tation. Cheaper transportation means 
cheaper foodstuffs 
and living. The 


farmer feeds the people. What bene- 
fits the farmer benefits those who 
work in the factory, the shops, the 
thousands and tens of thousands who 
live in towns and cities. Why im- 
prove the rivers and harbors and not 
improve the great highways of the 
land over which must be transported 
the wheat, the corn, the cotton, the 
cattle and hogs, and every article we 
eat and wear? The government col- 
lects its revenues from all 
of- the 


people and all of the people should 
receive the same fair consideration 
and return. 


I v,oted for the tariff bill last sum- 


mer, 
although I was not in full sym- 


pathy with some of its provisions. I 
voted for it because it had more good 
in it than bad. I could not afford to 
vote against an income tax. 
That 


provision alone meant more to the 
people than any in justice • that 
may 


have exisited. I either had to swal- 
low it whole or reject it. My opinion 
was then, and is now, that the farmer 
was 
discriminated 
against. 
The 


Shackleford bill will be simply giving 
the farmer his just dues and will 
square the account in 
very decent 


fashion. 


Besides, Mr. Chairman, when we 


pass this bill we will simply be re- 
deeming a party pledge made in the 
Baltimore platform. We declared in 
favor of "national aid to State and 
local authorities in the construction 
and maintenance of post roads." 


We have a President in the White 


House who proposes to see that the 
Democratic Party redeems all of its 
plaform pledges. There is but one 
thing, therefore, for Congress to do, 
and that is to pass this bill. The only 
objection I have to the bill is that it 
does not carry a large appropriation. 
But I content 
myself 
with it as a 


starter. My prediction is that to the 
end of time every future Congress 
will appropriate for good roads and 
the amount will grow larger and 
larger. France, England, and Ger- 
many and other nations are far in the 
lead in good road building. There is 
no question in this country in which 
the people are so generally concerned 
as the improvement of our highways. 
Why, 
then, should not this govern- 


ment be required to pay something 
toward the maintenance, of the roads 
used every day by the Postal Service 
and interstate commerce? 


Mr. Chairman, before concluding I 


want to say "honor to whom honor is 
due." Who is entitled to more credit 
than any dozen members of 
this 


Congress, yes, more possibly than all 
others combined for this 125,000,000 
entering wedge of Federal 
aid for 


public highways—the chairman of the 
Committee on Roads, the gentleman 
from Missouri (Mr. Shackleford.) It 
took a General Sherwood to get the 
pension bill through the Sixty-second 
Congress. It required a Dorsey W. 
Shackleford to get this good rods bill 
so near a law. The gentleman from 
Missouri (Mr. Shackleford) has long 
been the foremost advocate in Con- 
gress of this legislation. When the 
Committee on Roads was created at 
the beginning of this Congress, 
he 


voluntarily stepped out of the Ways 
and Means Committee with the full 
consciousness that in the Sixty-fourth 
Congress he was almost certain to 
become the chairman of the greatest 
of all committees—the Ways and 
Means Committee—and accapted the 
chairmanship of the new Committee 
on Roads with uncertain future- The 
gentleman 
from 
Missouri 
(Mr 


Shackleford) preferred to be a "dirt- 
roads statesman" and give his ener- 
gies to good roads rather than he 
chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee. Every farmer, every ad- 
vocate of sood roads in our 
land 


should tip their hats to "jiood old 
Shack." for the splendid service he 
has given the American people. 


Mr. Chairman. I repeat that I will 


vote for thin bill with great satisfac- 
tion and will rote for legislation of 
this kind every time I have an op- 
portunity, an<1 the good people bark 
In the Seventeenth tffrtrict of Ohio 
who are opposed to !he Federal aid 
for public highways should vote for 
some one besides 
me to represent 


them here.

Wisdom from 


Washington 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington. Feb. 12. — [Special.] — 


Congress will tyive to work nipht and 
flay if it la to get through by the 1st of 
July, although the congressional lead- 
ers have fixed the 1st of June as the 
probable date of adjournment. 


President Wilson has expressed his 


confidence in the ability of congress 
to conclude Its work in time for an 
early adjournment, although he has 
laid out a program of legislation which 
will mean busy times. The president 
knows how the currency bill was push- 
ed by, although many men predicted 
that it would not be passed for sev- 
eral months. In order to accomplish 
this result the senate met at 10 o'clock 
in the morning and adjourned at 11 
o'clock at night. 


It must be remembered, however, 


that a great deal of outside pressure 
was exerted. There was an Impend- 
ing money panic, or at least a tighten- 
ing of the money market, on account 
of the fear the banks expressed over 
what might happen* in currency legis- 
lation. Everybody realized that it was 
necessary to have quick action on 
account of the financial conditions 
throughout the country. 


They Wanted a Recess. 


Then there was this farther induce- 


ment: President Wilson had express- 
ed the opinion, amounting to a com- 
mand, that congress would not adjourn 
for the Christmas holidays until the 
currency bill was enacted Into law. As 
usual, the senators consulted their con- 
venience only. They wanted that holi- 
day recces, and so they put on the 
pressure and passed the currency bill. 


Panama Canal Toll*. 


No matter what method may be 


adopted to repeal the free toll provi- 
sion in the Panama canal law, it is 
bound to cause a lot of talk. The easi- 
est way is to pass a simple little bill 
providing that the exemption shall not 
take effect until after there has been 
some sort of diplomatic agreement 
between the United States and Great 
Britain. The hardest way will be to 
repeal outright the provision exempting 
American coastwise shipping from the 
charges of tolls when passing through 
the canal. Congress will be compelled 
to revise itself, and the Democratic 
platform adopted at Baltimore specifi- 
cally declared in favor of free ship- 
ment for the American coastwise trade. 


It is another evidence of the boldness 


of President Wilson in absolutely re- 
pudiating that plank in the platform 
and announcing tkat be intends to se- 
cure the repeal of the legislation in this 
congress. 


IncrMM For the Navy. 


The navy is assured of two battle- 


ships and three or four vice admirals. 
For years the two battleship program 
prevailed during Roosevelt's adminis- 
tration. Roosevelt wanted a program 
of four battleships a year, but was 
forced to a compromise of two each 
year. Democrats when they took con- 
trol of the house cut the naval program 
down to one battleship each year. As 
Secretary Daniels, backed by President 
Wilson, has declared in favor of two 
battleships, the present congress is al- 
most sure to adopt that plan. 
• For years a Republican administra- 
tion and a Republican congress were 
unable to get even two vice admirals 
for the nary, although It was conceded 
that there should be officers of that 
rank to command the different fleets. 
It is probable now that four or five vice 
admirals may be provided, one for each 
important fleet

Ohio manu- 
facturers paid out three millions of 
dollars a year for indemnity. One

It as a fact that 
in a recent batch of decisions handed 
down by the supreme court, 30 out of 
70 of the decisions were reversals and 
that 20 out of 30 of the reversals were 
affirmances of the

courts."

plan being for a seated figure placed 
well in the back ground of the largest 
chamber. 
The sculptor has not yet 


been selected. 
This chamber will'be 


unoccupied by any other object that 
might detract from the effectiveness 
of the statue and the visitor will be 
alone with it. 


The smaller halls at each side of 


the central chamber each wili con- 
tain a memorial, one of the Gettys- 
burg address and the other of the in- 
augural address, in bronze letters on 
monumental tablets, while adjacent 
low-reliefs will relate 
in allegory 


Lincoln's qualities as evidenced by 
those speeches. 


While these memorials will be seen 


from any part of the hall they are to 
be partly screened from the central 
chamber by means of a row of Ionic 
columns. 


Surrounding the 
walls 
inclosing 


these memorials 
to 
the 
man, is 


planned a collonnade forming a sym- 
bol of the union, each column repre- 
senting a state—36 in all—one for each 


j existing at the 
time 
of 
Lincoln's 


death. On the walls above the colon- 
nade supported at intervals by eagles 
will be 18 memorial festoons, one for 
each state now existing. 


By means of terraces the ground on 


which the memorial will stand will 
be raised until the building itself will 
be 45 feet higher than 
the 
present 


grade. First a circular terrace, 1,000 
feet in diameter will 
be raised 11 i 


feet above the present grade and on I 
its outer edge will be planted 
four 


concentric rows of trees leaving in 
the center a plateau 755 feet in diam- 
eter—greater than the length of the 
Capitol. In the center of this plateau 
surrounded by wide roadway and 


walks will rise an eminence support- 
ing a stone terrace 
wall 
fourteen 


feet high, 256 feet long, and 186 feet 
wide. On this terrace will stand the 
memorial building ol white marble, 
its lines of pure Greek 
beauty re- 


I fleeted in the waters of the lagoon at 


I the foot of the broad steps. 


The movement for this Lincoln me- 


morial was started in 1902 by the late' 
Senator Cullom of Illinois, Lincoln's 
friend, who died only a few 
weeks 


ago, just too seon to enable him to see 
the fruition of his 
purpose. From 


1902 
until last year the plan was in 


progress, final 
action 
having beer 


taken under another bill introduced 
by Senator Cullom in 1910. Various 
suggestions as to the form the me- 
morial should take were submitted 
and considered, among them an arch 
on Meridian Hill, a memorial at Ft. 
Stevens, a memorial bridge to connect 
Potomac Park with Arlington Ceme- 
tery, and a government 
road to 


Gettysburg. At times there was con- 
siderable feeling displayed 
in 
the 


controversy. 


It is noticeable that the site finally 


selected by the Commission of Fine 
Arts, the memorial commission and 
Congress itself, is the one first rec- 
ommended by the park commission 
under the act of 1902. Many of 
the 


objections made at that time to the 
site have passed with the years. The 
city had not developed so far in that 
direction at that time, the site was 
not so easily 
accessible 
and 
the 


ground was much lower and more 
swampy.
